“Eight to ten million gallons. are 
being used daily to keep the 
bluegrass green at the expense of 
other residents who are forced 
to do without.” 

About 500 families still were 
either completely without water 
or were receiving only a trickle 
at their homes yesterday after- 
noon, Dr. Domke said. 

The pressure failed in Affton 
at 11 a.m. yesterday and about 
100 families were without water 
in the middle of the day. How- 
ever, the pressure began to build 
up about 1:30 and normal service 
was restored by late afternoon, 
W. Victor Weir, president of the 
St. Louis County Water Co., said. 

An early morning break in a 
12-inch main near Clayton road 
and Lindbergh boulevard, caused 
by high pressure, was repaired at 
noon. ¢

In marked measure all this has | 
occurred because of a new deter- 
mination to have faith in the com- 
munity and to pull. togethey, re- 
gardless of degree of wealth, of 
political belief, or of the innumer- 
able jurisdictions making up the 
metropolitan city.

Louis and many other cities could 
profit by the example. 


Program Paying Dividends. 


Pittsburgh’s renaissance has at- 
tracted national attention. It has 
had practical results: business 
and industrial expansion; a resto- 
ration and increase of taxable 
values; an end to the smoke nfi- 
sance; flood control on the way. 
Likewise it is quite apparent that 
the civic atmosphere has a lively 
spark. Instead of worrying over 
reasons why a job can’t be done, 
Pittsburgh finds ways of going 
ahead, and fast. Intangible ob- 
stacles are knocked out the same 
way that hilltops and steep bluffs 
are sliced away for new projects. 

The improvements described in 
this article are completed or well 
under way—not just plaris or sub- 
jects of controvefsy and legal or 
financial quibbling. Pittsburgh 
has plans, in addition, with good 
reason to believe that an appre- 
ciable part of them can be ful- 
filled in due time. Summarized, 
work done or under way is as 
follows:

Gateway Center has been 
brought to this stage in just 28 
months since Equitable contracted 
with the Pittsburgh Urban Re- 
development Authority for the 
site. The authority was able to 
acquire the property through con- 
demnation power and at an ac- 
ceptable price where private in- 
terests could not. In this case 
there was no writedown, as Equit- 
able paid the full cost, plus a 
service fee to the authority. Un- 
like Missouri, Pennsylvania does 
not permit tax limitation on such 
improvements, and Equitable will 
pay the full tax. 


The three new buildings occupy 
only a fifth of the Gateway Cen- 
ter property. Equitable’s plans 
contemplate five more structures 
eventually, but it has taken no 
action on them yet. Temporarily, 
it has leased some of the area for 
well laid-out parking lots. The 
three present buildings use only a 
quarter of the corner allotted to 
them, and will be surrounded by 
broad walks and gardens. This 
whole section stands on a concrete 
foundation, which will be covered 
with four feet of earth.

Adjoining Gateway Center, the 
36-acre apex of the Triangle has 
been acquired by the state and 
cleared of its unsightly old build- 
ings and elevated railroad sidings.

Labor Department Survey. 


Here might be a convenient 
place to examine the various 
types of union shop contracts, The 
source is a study made by’ James 
Nix of the Department of Labor 
Division of Wages and Industrial 
Relations, published last Novem- 
ber. 

Nix pointed out that the Taft- 
Hartley act of 1947 originally re- 
quired a majority vote of em- 
ployes in favor of a union shop 
before a union could even ask for 
it in negotiations. A further pro- 
vision of the original Taft-Hartley 
act was that employes who did not 
vote at all should be counted as 
voting against the union shop. 


provision was written into the law 
because its authors thought most 
employes, if given a chance, 
would vote against union shop, 
but that is not the way it worked 
out. The electton requirement was 
repealed last year. 

It may not be without signifi- 
cance that in 1950, the last full 
year during which the law re- 
quired an election to be super- 
vised by the National Labor Re- 
lations Board, 5937 such elections 
were held and in 5718 workers 
voted for the union shop. 

The steel workers have broken 
down the over-all union shop fig- 
ures of the Labor Department 
study and told the WSB that dur- 
ing 
were held in the steel industry 
in plants where nearly 500,000 of 
the union’s 650,000 members were 
employed. 

In these elections 70 per cent 
voted for the Gnion shop and 13.5 
per cent voted against it. About 
16 per cent did not vote. 

If these figures mean any thing, 
they mean that the union's de- 
mand for a union shop is not 
something contrived by union 
bosses, as some would have it, 
but represents the desire of a 
large majority of the union work- 


ers. 
An Explosive Term. '

A variety of reasons account for 


ularly among large contractors, 
there is a disposition among em- 
ployers to rely on the construc- 
tion trade unions to recruit the 
help they need. In this industry 
workers seldom work long for one 
employer—he may need carpen- 
ters for a while, then plasterers, 
then electricians, and so on. As 
a result he often turns to the 
union to get the particular type 
of craftsmen he needs at the par- 
ticular time he needs them. 

The same is true, to a lesser 
extent, im the shipping industry 
where union hiring halls are pre- 
valent. A shipping firm may need 
a captain, a mate, a radio opera- 
tor, or a first-class seaman. It 
presents its requirements to the 
union hiring hall and the union 
finds the men needed. It would 
be stretching the imagination to 
ect the union hiring hall to 
lodk for the required workers out- | 
side the ranks of whatever union 
is asked by an employer to fill 
his needs. « 

In the Printing Trades. 

In the printing trades; which 
have a long history of closed shop 
practices, the personnel require- 
ments of the employer fluctuate 
from day to day or week to we 
There are open shops in the 
dustry, but these prévail chiefly 
where employment is relatively 
stable. In the greater part of the 
industry it is not, so the employer 
turns naturally to the several 
printing trade craft unions to 
meet his requirements. 

Similarly in the coal industry 
demand fluctuates and, although 
there are many non-union mines, 
they are mainly the small ones. 
‘John Ly Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers of America, 
has demonstrated more than once 
that his men, whether they strike 
or. not, will not work with non- 
unian men. The union men can, 
and do, just “go fishing” or find 
some other excuse for a holiday.

BERLIN, Jung 14 (AP)—Russia 
eharged tonight that two British 
jet fighters had violated East 
Germany’s frontier and said Brit- 
ish military authorities bear full 
responsibility for the consequen- 
ces of such flights. 

Maj. Gen. V. I. Trussov, Rus- 
sian deputy chief of staff, pro- 
tested to the British Rhine army 
the two jets had flown nine miles 
deep “in the territory of the Ger- 
man democratic republic” in the 
vicinity of Nordhausen, Thuringia, 
last Thursday. 

He said the jets twice illegally 

crossed the interzonal frontier 
that day at an altitude of 2400 
feet. 
It is the first Russian charge 
of a frontier violation by Allied 
warplanes since an East-West 
crisis boiled up in April with a 
Soviet fighter attack on a Berlin- 
bound French airliner.

Saturday to his World War I comrades of the Thirty-fifth Division. 


Nowhere in his speech did he indicate a 
realization that he was partly responsible for 
the popular complacency about national se- 
curity. Yet he gave a justification for the 
congressional meat-axing of appropriations 
when he recommended a “stretch-out” of de- 
fense program so that it would reach its peak 
in 1955 instead of 1954 as originally planned 
by his military advisers, the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff of the Armed Services. For the same 
reason he must also take some responsibility 
for the weakening of the economic control 
legislation now pending in Congress. 

The United States today 
presents an economic par- 
adox that was unforeseen 
last December and January 
when Truman was prepar- 
ing his budget estimates 
for this and the next fiscal 
year. Although we are 
spending now at the rate 
of 50 billion dollars an- 
nually to build up the de- 
fenses of ourselves and 
our allies and will be 
spending at the rate of 60 
billion dollars by the end 
of the year, there is a fear 
of an economic recession 
rather than a continuation 
of the inflation that started 
with the Korean hostilities. 
Six months ago the eco- 
nomic danger seemed to be 
more inflation. 

Never before has the country appeared so 
prosperous, with full employment, adequate 
supplies of consumer goods and greatly in- 
ereased personal savings. In general, the 
vast bulk of the American population is bet- 
ter off than two years ago. At the same 
time the danger of Soviet aggression through- 
out the world has not lessened. In spots, such 
as Berlin and Korea, it has increased. 


The situation today focuses attention on 
_.two important questions: 


~ 1. Is the Truman national security pro- 
gram adequate for the present and the im- 
mediate future? 


2. Can our national economy, without 

_ great danger to itself, stand a much quick- 

er build-up of American and allied rear-

« SINCE THE KOREAN. OUTBREAK there 
shave been two extremes of thought on how to 
smeet Soviet imperialism. On one hand, has 
‘been the Bernard M. Baruch-Stuart Syming- 
ton schdol which immediately demanded an 
all-out economic and military mobilization to 


‘build up our strength to reach equality with |. 


Soviet arms. On the other, were the isola- 
tionists and economizers, who joined in Con- 
‘gress to fight economic controls, larger mili- 
tary and foreign aid appropriations and. 
higher taxes—on the theory that we would 
be falling into a Soviet trap by endangering 
our own economy through large military 
Outlays. 

~ Truman and his White House cig#tian ad- 
Wisers took what the President called in his 
“1952 economic message a “middle course” 
‘both on economic controls and defense ap- 
-propriations. At the same time, however, he 
continuously emphasized the dangers of 
further Soviet aggressions. 


.. As is often the case with middle-of-the- 
“roaders, Truman has had to fight the two 
“extremes, offensively and defensively. He has 
been aggressive against the isolationists and 
economizers who have been in a position in 
X%ongress to cut down his recommended ap- 
-propriations. 

This group, mostly Republicans, has ap- 
-peared to be more concerned with high taxes 

than with national security. For this reason 
he has been able to charge them with “politi- 
-cal hooey.” - 

He has been less vocal in public against 
those who have comp that, despite the 
tens of billions of dollars already spent on re- 
“armament, this country and its allies are still 


far behind. schedule on the production. of 
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BERNARD M. BARUCH 


has no intention of putting this country on a 
war footing while we are in the fog of neither 
peace nor war. As late as last Saturday, he 
answered critics who pointed out that Russia 
is far ahead of us in war planes. 

“We are in a race for technical su- 
premacy,” he told his World War I buddies. 
“The nation that freezes its models too 
soon will be a nation with an obsolete air 
force. 

“We are not trying to build the biggest 
air force in the world. We are trying to 
build up the best one—backed up by in- 

a dustrial capacity to ex- 

pand it rapidly if need 
be and keep it always up 
te date.” 

To this proposition, Ba- 
ruch has replied, in testi- 
mony to the Senate de- 
fense “‘watch-dog”: subcom- 
mittee: 

“The existence of this 
arms disparity (between 
the Soviet Union and its 
satellites and the United 
States and its allies) 
should never be lest 
sight of. Whatever the 
assurances from high 
places, let us not be de- 
ceived. It can never 
truly be said that ‘we 
are winning the cold war’ 
until this disparity is 
overcome. We may be 

able te show gains here and there, impor- 
tant in themselves, but no decisive victory 
in the cold war is possible as long as the 

Soviets hold as terrifying an edge in mili- 
tary ‘readiness over the West as they do 
today. As long as this disparity exists there 
is no basis for peace in the world. 


“This disparity is one of actual weapons 
on hand. It can be filled only by the 
actual production of our own weapons. It 
cannot be filled by getting ready to produce 
or by merely expanding production ca- 
pacity.”

THESE TWO VIEWS present another di- 
lemma.

Truman has approved the easing of many 
materials and credit controls. He approved 
the lifting of regulations by the Federal Re- 
serve Board, which limited installment buy- 
ing, and made no protest. when regulation X, 
which covered housing credits, was liberal- 
ized this week. The Office of Price Stabiliza- 
tion has lifted controls on many farm prod- 
ucts, such as hides, tallow, lard, wool and 
the principal vegetable oils, as well as cotton 
and synthetic textiles. The National Produc- 
tion Authority has revised or revoked many 
of its controls over minerals. Local govern- 
ments have been permitted to go ahead with 
public works and many private firms have 
been permitted to go ahead with non-essen- 
tial constructions.

Lovett, now 
Secretary of Defense, has 
said that he has “scar tis- 
sue” from the “swings of 
feeling.” He finds the 
rapid changes of public 
opinion “stimylating,” but 
they make his problem of 
keeping the defense build- 
up going very difficult. 

General Omar N. Bradley, chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, while discussing our 
military policy, said: “Basically we had three 
choices: total mobilization of all our re- 
sources, assuming an early all-out war with 
the Soviet Union; or no mobilization at all, 
allowing Communism to take whatever she 
wanted whenever she wanted it; or a middle 
course somewhere between these two ex- 
tremes., 


“We chose the middle course of mobilizing 
the forces we needed for the conflict in 
Korea, and then setting the throttle at a 
steady speed. Total mobilization would have 
caused large-scale industrial disruption, and 
would have put us through the cycle of un- 
employment,. peak employment with its in- 
efficiencies, and finally, when we were com- 
pletely ready, back into more unemploy- 
ment.” 


“The key-to our military policy,” he added, 
“is sustained effort.” 


The cumulative effect of reductions in 
the defense and foreign military aid pro- 
grams for the fiscal year 1953, made by the 
Administration and the Congress, if ap- 
propriations are adopted by the Senate as 
voted by the House, will be the commence- 
ment of demobilization before the partial 
mobilization undertaken is complete. We

THE MILITARY BUDGET, not counting 
foreign aid and construction, as originally 
presented by. the different departments and 
agencies of the Department. of Defense to the 
Secretary, totaled 71 billion dollars.

House was a knock-out blow. This is not 
apparent at first glance. The expenditures 
would have been made from contracts en- 
tered into largely in prior years: 12 billion 
dollars from 1951 and earlier appropriations; 
19 billion dollars from 1952 appropriations; 
and 21 billion dollars from 1953 appropria- 
tions. 

Contracts entered into in 1951 and earlier 
years are too far advanced to permit can- 
cellation. Of the expenditures planned from 
1953 appropriations, all but 5 billion dollars 
goes for pay, food, travel and other immediate 
expenses. This makes it 
necessary to make the en- 
tire reduction of 6 billion 
dollars on the 19 billion 
dollars of 1952 contracts 
and the 5 billion dollars 
of 1953 contracts which 
would have been fulfilled 
during the year. 

In these two areas the 
reduction in expendi- 
tures amounts to 25 per 
cent. 

Canceling contracts is 
expensive. After a big 
contract is made the man- 
ufacturer must tool. his 
plant, put out orders to 
thousands of suppliers for 
parts and components, and 
perhaps only after a year 
of preparation, assembly 
of materials and parts, can 
production actually be 
commenced. When such contracts are can- 
celed the Government must pay for all the 
preparation and for the materials, parts and 
components that have been purchased. In the 
present instance the cost of cancellation could 
reach anywhere between half a billion and 
a billion dollars. 

The economic effects-of this action will 
be seen in closing down of assembly lines, 
closing of factories and in not opening fac- 
tories being readied for production. 

It is estimated that six to eight aircraft 
plants will either be closed or not opened. 
The Detroit tank arsenal and Ford tank pro- 
duction may have to be closed or production 
greatly reduced. In every other field of 
slow-to-build equipment the same thing will 
occur. 

The military effects are loss of 4300 
aircraft by June 30, 1954, 4500 tanks, large 
amounts of ammunition, and equivalent loss 
in every field of hard-to-make equipment. 
The minimum air force requirement of 
126 combat wings will be delayed until 
1957, and this may never be reached unless

But as soon as we move back into 
the house, his alarm gives away to bliss, 
and he bursts forth into his rollicking 
song, one of the loveliest of woodland’s 
heavenly melodies. 

After sitting on the eggs for about 
two weeks, Mrs. Catbird hatched out 
four fledglings, and since then Papa 
has been fussier than ever. When I at- 
tempted to peep into the nest the other 
day, he dive-bombed me. and if his cat- 
calls could have been interpreted, he 
probably said plenty. 

Ornithologists have estimated that 
the food intake of young catbirds equals 
their weight each day, and this ésti- 
mate seems to be no exaggeration, In 
the rear of our grounds are a group of 
mulberry trees that are laden with 
fruit, thus furnishing the birds a first- 
class restaurant. 

Mama and Papa Catbird commute to 
and fro from the mulberry trees all 
day long. In between, however, they 
manage to garner insects from the lawn, 
and the head of the family refreshes 
himself and us, too, with a song now 
and then.

Mr. Donnelly became the center of a storm 
in 1946 when he objected to what he regarded as 
federal dictation of the terms for the return of 


the Missouri State Employment Service from 


federal to state management after World War II. 
For a time Missouri was threatened with the 
loss of federal funds for the purpose. The 
Governor held his ground. and the eventual 
agreement was not far from the position which 
he took. 

The Post-Dispatch found him unduly severe 
when he fired the ablé members of.the State 
Board of Training Schools after they refused 
to resign, following a scandal over conditions at 
the school for boys at Boonville. To his credit, 
he appointed an equally good new board, ob- 
tained help for the institution and saw certain 
overdue improvements accomplished. 

We think he also erred when he vetoed a bi- 
partisan State Park Board. But other vetoes 
were to the good. His veto killed a 10-member 
State Highway Commission bill which was in- 
tended to dole out road building on a local 
politics basis.

The race for the Republican nomination ap- 
pears to be between former Speaker Elliott and 
Mayor Dale of St. Joseph. 

If this is so, then less attention can he devoted 
to the three others—State Representative Cruce, 
who generally sided with the truckers in the 1951 
truck fee fight at Jefferson City and supported 
the small loan lobby’s bill in the 1949 session; 
Stephen Burns, an automobile dealer, who has 
held no public office and criticizes candidates 
close to “vested interests”; and Robert Walters, 
a coin and vending machine manufacturer, who 
proposes the legalization of gambling. 

Stanley Dale is the first Republican elected 
to city office in St. Joseph in 16 years. Although 
quite young in public position, he is making an 
excellent impression as Mayor.

One of Representative Elliott’s early respon- 
sibilities was to serve as Republican floor leader 
at the time of the attempt of the Democratic 
state machine to steal the office of Governor 
from Forrest C. Donnell, with the hope of seat- 
ing the late Lawrence McDaniel. Mr. Donnell 
was elected by 3613 votes in 1940, but the Demo- 
cratic bosses, for reasons of personal aggrand- 
izement, attempted a barefaced theft of the 
office from the will of the people.

Finally the Democratic State Supreme 
Court squelched the entire brazen plot. 

Even before that he was a legislative -leader 
in the battle of Gov. Lloyd C. Stark to take the 
Kansas City Police Board out of the hands of 
the Pendergast machine. That 1939 fight was a 
landmark for good government in Missouri and 
Howard Elliott played an important part in it. 


In. 1949 Mr. Elliott took a position with which 
the State of Missouri will catch up sooner or 
later, and we. hope it will be sooner. In that 
year he was chairman of a Special Committee 
of the House on Equal Rights. 

The committee held hearings and then sub- 
mitted a report with a series of advanced rec- 
omendations for the elimination of racial dis- 
crimination. One of these was for the admission 
of Missouri students, regardless of race, to all 
publicly supported schools and colleges. An- 
other was for the creation of a permanent state 
commission on the advancement of civil rights.

Under the Elliott leadership a bill to open 
the doors of the University of Missouri was 
overwhelmingly passed in the House, only to 
be blocked in the State Senate. - Since then 
several Southern states have moved ahead of 
Missouri in the removal of these old bans of 
racial prejudice in education. ° 

Mr. Elliott knows ‘the new Missouri Constitu- 
tion better perhaps than some of those who 
helped write it. As Speaker in the 1945-46 ses- 


sion, he supervised the adoption in the House of 


hundreds of bills required to revise state laws 
and reorganize state departments in conformity 
with the 1945 state charter. 

St. Louisans owe him a debt of gratitude for 
the aid he has given the cause of the Bi-State 
Development Agency for the metropolitan area. 
The people of Missouri as a whole are indebted 
to him for his efforts to take the State Parks 
out of spoils politics. Should Mr. Elliott be 
nominated and elected, it is certain that the

Will 1952 Be Like 1912? 


Forty years ago when Theodore Roosevelt was winning primaries 
President Taft’ manager quipped, “Yes, but we've got the cre- 
dentials committee”; Taft was nominated; today question is whether 
his son can use similar steamroller tactics in G.O.P. convention.

About this time of the spring 40 years 
ago, Frank Hitchcock, manager of the re- 
election campaign of President William 
Howard Taft, coined a political phrase. 
Theodore Roosevelt was trying to get back 
in the White House then and was winning 
many Republican primary victories. 


“Ah, yes,” Hitchcock would say with a 
calm smile as news of each new Roosevelt 
win arrived, “but we've got the creden- 
tials committee.” 


He was right..The Taft forces did have 
the credentials committee. The committee 
seated 235 Taft del- 
egates over that 
number of contest- — 
ing Roosevelt dele- 
gates at the Chicago 
convention of that 
year. Under the firm 
control of Elihu 
Root, the convention 
upheld the commit- 
tee. And Taft was 
easily nominated. 


Is another Taft go- 
ing to depend on an- 
other credentials 
committee in anoth- 
er Chicago conven- 
tion in 1952? Is an- 
other Taft going to try to steam roller 
himself into a nomination? 


Senator Robert A. Taft, the son of Wil- 
liam Howard, and Gen. Dwight Elisen- 
hower are now in a neck and neck race 
for the nomination. The possibility of a 
convention deadlock is growing.

In these circumstances, each faction is 
eyeing with. great concern situations in 
Texas, Louisiana, Mississippi, South Caro- 
lina and Georgia. Eisenhower and Taft 
rival delegations are forming there. Here 
could be a bloc of 81 votes that might de- 
cide whether the Chicago convention goes 
for Eisenhower or Taft. 


The regular Republican organizations of 
the Southérn states have always béen loyal 
to 4 Tafts, father and son. Senator Taft 
has had a great majority of the Southern 
delegates on his side at three past G.O.P. 
eonventigns. He has counted on solid 
Southern backing this year. Therefore, 


harshest measures have been used to stamp 
out the Eisenhower rebetlion. 


This reached its climax in Texas when 
the pro-Taft Republican state executive 


committee refused to recognize Eisenhow- 


er delegates elected in county and district 
conventions. Senator Lodge of Massachu- 
setts, the Eisenhower campaign manager, 
has termed this “scandalous and shame- 
ful” vote stealing. 


The delegate contests in “Texas and the 
other states, if they develop, will be fought 
out first before the Republican national 
committee. That is Taft dominated. Ap- 
peals will come before thé convention cre- 
dentials committee, consisting of one dele- 
gate from each state. 


Here the Taft people are also confident: : 


the Senator said recently that he has back- 
ers in each state who have been particu- 
Jarly careful to namie the strongest Taft 
people to the credentials committee. 


And Congressman Carroll Reece of Ten- 
nessee, Taft’s Southern campaign manager 
and a relic of relics in the G.O.P., has said 
openly that he believes his forces “will 
control the credentials committee and thus 
may be able to say which contesting dele- 
gates are recognized.” 


Roll calls in the convention itself may 
be demanded on the credentials commit- 
tee reports. Here is where the temporary 
convention chairman may loom large, a 
‘Elihu ‘Root did in 1912. He might have to 
decide who may or may not vote on the 
credentials report. The temporary chair- 
man is expected to be a Taft man.

Harold G. Moulton, who is retir- 
ing at the end of June after 30 
years as institution director. He 


reviewed the nation’s economic 
growth in the last century, and 
posed the question whether evolu- 
tion in the future will be con- 
trolled by an economic law of 
diminishing or increasing returns. 
Survey of Potential. 

“To answer this question the 
Brookings Institution made a-§s 
comprehensive survey of our po- | 
tential producing capacity as gov- 
erned by natural resources and 
scientific developments,” said the 
publication. 

“To set a high goal to shoot at® 
it was asked whether it might be 
possible for the United States to 
have twice as many people a cen- 
tury hence and for them to enjoy 
a plane of living eight times as 
high as that of the present. 

“The conclusion reached was 
that our resources and productive 
capacity might well make it pos- 
sible to realize such an achieve- 
ment.

Tunisia Reform 


In Three Steps 
Is Likely Soon 


French Program. 
Backed by Bey Ex-

PROGRAM that will set the 

ball rolling toward eventual 

independence for Tunisia, 
Vietnam model, is expected to 
be officially annourgced by France 
before the end of this month. At 
the same time, circles close to the 
French Government say, the 
United States will publicly de- 
clare its support for France’s 
North African policy. 


Jean de Hauteclocque, French 
resident general in Tunisia, spent 
last weekend here in Paris get- 
ting final government approval 
of his program of reforms. The 
program has the support of the 
Bey of Tunis, thtoretically an ab- 
solute sovereign, and of the pres- 
ent Baccouche government. 


The steps include: 


1, Establishment of an execu- 
tive body, all the ministries of 
which will be headed by Tuni- 
sians except those of foreign af- 
fairs and war. 


2. Establishment of two houses 
of Parliament, both consultative, 
with legislative rights remaining 
in the hands of the Bey, assisted 
by the French resident. 


This program of reform is vio- 
lently attacked both by Tunisia’s 
nationalists and French colonists. 
The nationalists find it “inade- 
quate,” the colonists see it as 
the “beginning of the end.” 


During his talks here May 28 
and 29, Secretary of State Ache- 
son was reported to have delight- 
ed his French colleagues by 
agreeing privately to practically 
everything they asked for in 
respect to North Africa. He said 
the United States was opposed to 
any form of agitation in North 
Africa. He also said the United 
States would not favor further 
discussion of the Tunisia question 
by the United Nations Security 
Council. But he insisted on the 
urgent necessity for reform in 
Tunisia and Morocco.

Ladies and gentlemen, I have 
been asked, and this, strangely 
enough, often from women: “Gen- 
eral, why didn’t you take Berlin?”

HE relationship between 


Communist practice, as we | @ 


know it, and Communist 
theory is of little interest to the 
public in comparison with: the 
disturbing reality of Russian 
power, The common-sense re- 
action to the world situation 
rests upon the belief that force, 
and not ideas, is what makes 
the Soviet Union a menace to 
the world, This is unquestion- 
ably true. The ideology of Com- 
munism would be a negligible 
influence in human society if it 
Were not supported by an 
armed state. | 

In examining the beginnings 
and the growth of the Soviet 
dictatorship, however, one can- 
not escape the unbroken con- 
nection between Karl Marx and 
Joseph Stalin. It is conceivable 
that Marx would have been hor- 
rified at Stalin. To say this is 
not the same thing as imputing 
logic and wisdom to the orig- 
inal Marxian dogma. It merely 
means that Marx expected the 
State to grow weaker wherever 
and whenever Communist ad- 
ministration became firmly es- 
tablished. The Russian State 
has grown stronger. But even 
though Marx might have repu- 
diated Stalin as a “deviationist” 
or even a “corruptionist,” Stalin 
has never repudiated Marx.

N‘the contrary Marxism is 
0 the avowed gospel from 

which every official act of 
the Kremlin is supposedly de- 
rived. But the gospel has been 
“interpreted” and its interpre- 
tation by Lenin and Stalin con- 
stitutes the law in Soviet 
Russia today. 

How Marxism has been used 
as a unifying force in the Com- 
munist international party and 
as a justification for a dictator- 
ship of unparalleled severity 
and power is clearly explained 
by Andrew M. Scott in a small 
book called “The Anatomy of, 
Communism.” To do this he 
starts, necessarily, with an ex- 
amination of Marx and Engels, 
the founders of the Communist 
political philosophy. He con- 
centrates, however, on those 
features of Marxist doctrine 
which play the most important 
part in present-day Communist 
government, and propaganda. 
Marx’s theories of surplus value 
and commodity production are 
by-passed. 

Economic determinism, the 
“class struggle” and the belief 
that such a struggle has been in 
progress throughout the history 
of human society are the dy- 
namic elements of Communism 
that he emphasizes.

gels, every human being is 
wholly the product of his eco- 
nomic environment — nothing 
more and nothing less. His 
ideas, his relations with other 


men, his family life, his loves,. 


his hates and his aspirations are 
all reflections of his material 
situation. “The mode of pro- 
duction’ of material life,” says 
Marx, “determine the _ social, 
political and intellectual life 
process in general.” As a nat- 
ural result of this materialistic 
pressure mankind may be di- 
vided generally into two classes 
— the exploiters and the ex- 
ploited. In ancient times the 
division was one of Patrician 
and Plebeian. Under the feu- 
dal system it was Overlord and 
Serf, With the rise of indus- 
trial production the Bour- 
geoisie, or exploiting capitalist 
class, seized control of produc- 
tion and now—except, of course, 
in Communist nations—the two 
main classes of society are the 
Proletariat and the Bourgeoisie. 
By the natural operations of 
capitalism the Proletariat grows 
progressively larger and poorer 
as the Bourgeoisie gets richer 
and‘ numerically smaller. The 
inevitable pay-off comes when 
the Proletariat seizes the instru- 
ments of production and estab- 
lishes the classless society.

ROM then on everything 
F will be simple. “Anarchy in 

social production,” says 
Marx, “is replaced by conscious 
organization on a planned ba- 
sis.” The problems of society 
will be merely the problems of 
economic administration which 
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Marx and Engels apparently 
thought would be relatively 
simple. In any. case, the power 
of the state—hitherto an instru- 
ment for enforcing the will of 
the ruling class—would not be 
needed and the state “withers 
away.” So runs the theory. 


Mr. Scott is not offering an 
extensive critique of Marxism. 
Nevertheless he takes time 
enough to expose the fallacies 
of important assumptions in the 
light of ordinary reason and 
ordinary experience. 


First of all Marx and Engels 
do not support their belief in 
“economic determinism” by 
showing any causal connection 
between a man’s material status 
and the variety of his thoughts 
and deeds. They are: satisfied 
with merely showing that eco- 
nomic factors have an influ- 
ence on people’s lives, which 
is generally admitted. “Influ- 
ence” is far different from 
“cause” especially when cause 
is defined as having the inexor- 
able force of a mechanical law. 
Mr. Scott also points out that 
every member of a class is sup- 
posed to be exactly alike in all 
particulars, economic and other- 
wise. Moreover each class is 
assumed to have a “will” which 
operates as if it sprang from a 
single, monolithic organism. 
Therefore when the Proletariat 
seizes power—and becomes the 
same thing as “society”—it acts 
with spontaneous unity in solv- 
ing the administrative prob- 


® lems of the new order. 
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ARX and Engels conven- 
M icsus overlooked the in- 

finite variability of human 
nature. Worse than that they 
provided no system for running 
a Communist government once 
the Proletarian revolution was 
successful. Lenin was obviously 
aware of these deficiencies and 
his amendments to the original 
gospel have made it possible to 
operate a modern totalitarian 
state in alleged conformity to a 
basic and classic doctrine. 


, Lenin foresaw that a State 
power would be essential to the 
successful Communist nation— 
or any nation for that matter. 
He therefore construed the ref- 
erence to a withering state as 
meaning a distant eventuality 
rather than an immediate prob- 
ability. Under that interpreta- 
tion he could justify whatever 
acts he considered necessary 
on the ground that Russia was 
in a “transition period” from 
Socialism to Communism. He 
also seized on the concept of 
the “class will,” as an instru- 
ment of unlimited possibilities. 


As Lenin explained it the 


. “class will” being easily under- 
| stood,°is communicated through 
| the Communist party and’ put 
'. into effect by the party leaders; 
| that is, the Presidium or the 
_ Politburo. Thus the will of a 
| single man (Lenin or Stalin), or 
_ of a small group at best, is con- 


verted into the ‘‘will of the peo- 
ple.’

R. SCOTT offers many in- 

stances of how the most 

arbitrary and ruthlessly 
undemocratic procedures were 
sanctified by so-called Marxian 
principles. Strikes have been 
prohibited, a one-party system 
has been set up, elections offer 
a choice of only one candidate, 
universal labor service — offi- 
cially condemned when it took 
place in Germany—is put into 
effect, opinion is regulated or 
stifled at will, the peasant 
farmer class is liquidated and 
citizens are imprisoned or exe- 
cuted without trial. 


Stalin’s chief addition to the 
Marx-Lenin body of doctrine is 
the idea of “Capitalist encircle- 
ment.” Being surrounded by 
enemies, he argued, the Russian 
people had to have a strong 
state afid a powerful military 
apparatus. Lenin would have 
agreed with this reasoning. 
Moreover the high degree of 
continuity that joins the re- 
gimes of Lenin and Stalin ef- 
fectually disposes of the con- 
tention that Stalin corrupted 
Leninism. As Mr. Scott points 
out, Lenin always endorsed all 
democratic ideals and insisted 
that the Communists, for the 
first time in history, would give 
these concepts a “real” content. 
But when he finished redefin- 
‘ing them there was little left. 
Lenin, in effect, was the con- 
sistent advocate and engineer 
of totalitarianism.

The Cry Babies Spoke Up. 
HEN Bill Veeck fired Rog- 
ers Hornsby as manager of 
the Browns, he merely in- 

dulged a prerogative which be- 
longs to the president of any 
ball club, provided he and his 
backers can pay off their con- 
tractual obligations. When the 
Players responded with taste- 
less and vindictive cries of re- 
joicing, they marked themselves 
off as petty pinheads whose 
shabby malice increases, by 
contrast,- the stature of their 
deposed boss. 

That clubhouse “ceremony” 
in which the Browns presented 
a trophy to Veeck for “the 
greatest play since the Emanci- 
pation Proclamation” was a sore 
ry exhibition of niggling spite, 
degrading all who participated. 
Only small men could have 
thought it up. 

By countenancing the per- 
formance and accepting the 
gift, Bill Veeck tacitly con- 
curred in’ blackguarding a man 
whose services he hag sought, 
and who had served him well. 


The whole affair is redolent of | 


the bush, and Veeck did him- 

self a disfavor by throwing in 

with bushers. 

The Browns of 1952 have put 
themselves away with the Cleve- 
land “cry babies” of a dozen 
years ago, who burst into tears 
and stamped their little feet 
and threw a tantrum because 
their mean old manager, Oscar 
Vitt, wanted them to win ball 
games. 

Those tear-stained Indians— 
all are gone now, save: Bob 
Feller—have been the laughing 
stock of baseball ever since, 
yet there was one thing to their 
credit that cannot be said of 
the Browns. They had what 
little guts it took to revolt 
against their manager and risk 
reprisals. ‘The Browns cowered 
under the bed until the big bad 
man couldn't retaliate. 

They must have come with 
quivering lips and streaky faces 
to weep in Bill Veeck’s lap. 
Else hcw could he, busy in the 
front office and seeing only: the 
satisfactory results Hornsby was 
getting on the field, have known 
how their little hearts were 
aching? : 

‘Nassy Mans Is Gone. 

O Bill dried their eyes and, 

in effect, told them: “There, 

there now, the nassy mans 
is gone. Let’s see a great big 
smile. If anybody else pesters 
you about winning, pappa will 
take care of him, too.” 

To Hernsby, Veeck said in his 
bill of particulars, the Browns 
were not people but merely so 
many ballplayers. What the 
hell did he hire them to be? 
Cotillion leaders? 

All Hornsby ever asked of 
major league ballplayers was 
that they be major league ball 
players; that they work as hard 
as they were able at their jobs; 
that they give to the ultimate 
limit of their ability for two or 
three hours a day. To men in 
other fields who try to do their 
best for: eight or ten or twelve 
hours a day all around the year, 
this does not seem an unreason- 
able demand. | 

Unquestionably Hornsby gave 
his players a bad time. His is 
net a gentle tongue. He wanted 
them to win. He accepted them 
as ballplayers, regarded them 
as ballplayers, cared nothing 
for what they thought of him, 
had no interest in their leisure 
activities so long as they did not 
interfere with baseball. 

During their brief business 
hours they were not to talk or 
even think of anything except 
baseball. No card playing in the 
clubhouse. No smoking during 
werking hours. Going without 

- acigarette for three hours would 

*be a hardship to many of us, but 
perhaps it is a beneficial hard- 
ship for men who are supposed 
to be trained athletes. 

A new kind of religion has 
grown up in baseball and its 
tenets are stated with the au- 
thority of revealed scripture in 
every discussion of managerial 


methods. . :

Mine parroted gospel 
goes, “tmartinets like 
Rogers Hornsby and Frank 
Frisch and Kid Gleason were 
all right in the old days, but 
their methods never would go 
down with the players of today.” 
- Why not? Is that supposed to 
mean that the players of today 
have lost all toughness of fiber, 
all will to. win? Must they 'be 
coaxed and coddled, spoon-fed 
and bribed to do their best? 

Because of rare and special 
skills a handful of young men 
among all our millions have 
been granted places among the 
most famous in the country. If 
anyone thinks that is stretching 
the fact, ask him to name two 
Chicago ballplayers and two 
Illinois Senators; probably he 
can recite the line-up of the 
Dodgers, but ean he name the 
nine members of the Supreme 
Court?

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Highest Flight in History 


Test Pilot Who Set Record by Zooming |5 Miles Above 
Earth's Surface in Rocket Plane Says Mountains Below 
Stood Out in Inch-High Relief — Sky Intensely Bright 


TEST PILOT BILL BRIDGEMAN IN 
THE COCKPIT OF THE RECORD- 
BREAKING SKYROCKET.

LOS ANGELES, June 14. 


ILL BRIDGEMAN, engineer- 

ing test pilot who has flown 

higher than any person in the 
world, today told how it feels to 
glimpse the earth from the special, 
brilliance 15 miles above this 
planet. 


“At that altitude,” he said, “the 
earth looks like one of those cir- 
cular maps on a classroom wall 
and mountains stand out in tiny, 
inch-high relief. ’ . 

“Maybe it-was my. imagination, 
but I thought I could make out 
the curvature of the earth, falling 
off on the horizon. It was a fan- 
tastic sight, but I just got a brief 


' Jook. It was like a camera shutter 


flipping open for an instant, I 
wasn’t up there sight-seeing. I 
was pretty busy.” 

Bridgeman set the altitude rec- 
ord of “more than 79,000 feet” 
last August 15 in the Douglas 
rocket-powered research plane the 
Skyrocket, over Muroc dry lake 
in the Majave desert. The Navy 
confirmed the record officially 
Tuesday in Washington. 


Unmanned guided missiles, no- 
tably the V-2 and the Viking, 
have probed much farther into 
space. But no human has gone 
higher than the tall, balding, 35- 
year-old test pilot from Ottumwa, 
Ia., who three years before he 
made his historic flight “gave up 
aviation” and planned to go into 
the contracting business. es

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‘aircraft already coming off the 
assembly lines. 

“As soon as a factor arises that 
they don’t know about,” explained 
Bridgeman, “that’s engineering. 
Research engineering pilots step 
in when they have no idea what 
the results of a light will be.” 

The angular, deeply-tanned fly- 
er talked matter-of-factly of his 
incredibly swift thrust into, the 
blue yonder, which he said is not 
as wild as advertised in song and 


story. 

“T had an idea it was going to 
be dark up there and foreboding,” 
he said, “It wasn’t, Quite the 
contrary, the sky seemed to get 
paler the higher I wenj. And it 
was intensely bright and clear. 

“They told me, too, I would be 


able to see the stars even though. 


it was midday. I didn’t see a 
star, of course, I didn’t have much 


time to look around.”

HE cockpit of the tiny, gleam- 
ing white, needle-nosed Sky- 

rocket is just large enough to 
accommodate Bridgeman’s lanky, 
6-foot 2-inch frame, encased in a 
special suit designed to protect 
him if pressurization in the air- 
craft should fail. Otherwise he 
would be subjected to explosive 
decompression. 

Through the face-plate he wears 
in flight, Bridgeman was con- 
fronted with a bewildering panel 
of 70 instruments, including cir- 
cult breakers. No pilot possibly 
could watch them all, he said. 

“After the first four seconds of 
flight I concentrated on the speed 
indicator, the altitude gyro, the 
altimeter and the mach meter,” 
he explained. 
altimeter needle 
mach meter indicates the per- 
centage of the speed of sound the 
airplane is traveling at the par- 
ticular altitude of the reading.)

factors for which Bridgeman was 
responsible when he took the con- 
trols of the $6,000,000 flying 
laboratory. Most of the technical 
results of the flight are restricted 
under security regulations. 

Weeks of planning and brief- 
ing weht into the record-making 
flight, which lasted about 16 min- 
utes. Three minutes were spent 
under rocket power. Bridgeman 
was eager to share credit for the 
feat with Edward H. Heinemann, 
chief engineer at Douglas El Se- 
gundo; Al Carter, the project co- 
ordinator, and the scores of tech- 
nicians, service personnel and 
ground crewmen who helped 
shepherd the Skyrecket into 
space, 

The Skyrocket was dropped 
from the belly of a B-29 at 35,000 
feet. Because the experimental 
ship was carried in the open bomb 
bay, pressurization was impossibie 
and all the crew had to breathe 
oxygen individually. 


“With that suit on I looked 
and felt almost like a deep sea 
diver,” said Bridgeman. “It’s pret- 
ty hard to maneuver. Two crew- 
men had to help me down into 
the Skyrocket. 

“At that point they disconnect- 
ed the hose attached to the B-29 
,oxygen system and I had to hold 
my breath while I reconnected it 
to the Skyrocket system. When 
that was done, I closed the hatch 
my on my own, me and my 


Attached to Bridgeman’s knee 
was a clipboard holding several 
cards with 30 items on a check 
list.. As he checked each item, he 
dropped thé used card on the 
floor of the cockpit.’ ge tty 
George Jansen, piloting B-29, 
maneuvered the bomber into the 
correct heading for the drop. 

“George’s job is mighty im- 
portant to me,” grinned Bridge- 
man. “He has to be right.on the 
button so the Skyrocket can be 
dropped at a point from which it

ean land at Mufoc. When those 
four rocket barrels in the back 
burn out, I become a glider 
pilot.” 

Jansen is a former major in 
the Air Force; Bridgeman is a 
former Navy lieutenant - com- 
mander who flew B-24 Liberator 
combat missions in the Pacific 
during World War II. 


Shortly before the record alti- 
tude flight, Jansen met a Navy 
buddy of Bridgeman who. hap- 
pened to mention that when 
Bridgeman used to leave on com- 
bat missions other members of 
his unit often cracked: “Go get 
‘em, Tiger.” 

After a one-minute warning, 
Jansen, in previous Skyrocket 
flights, counted down the seconds 
for the test pilot, ending with 
“drop.” On the last flight he 
startled Bridgeman by ending the 
downward count with: “Go get 
"em, Tiger.” 

“Four seconds after the drop 
and 4000 feet below the B-29, 
said Bridgeman, “I set off the 
number one rocket. You learn to 
set off all four rockets in one con- 
tinuous motion. In 10 seconds all 
the tubes were operating and I 
went into a 50-degree climb.” 

Bridgeman shot past the B-29 
lumbering along at 235 miles an 
hour. In seconds his cigar-shaped 
eraft was hurtling through. the 
low-density atmosphere where 
the temperature touched minus 
67 degrees outside. Unshielded 
human bleod would boil in the 
rarefied air.

ECAUSE of the protective de- 

vice surrounding Bridgeman, 

he felt no particular sensation 
of strain as the craft needled up- 
ward. All of his impressions of 
the epic flight were tempered by 
the blunt fact that he had time to 
think of little else but jockeying 
the plane. 

There is great quiet and alone- 
ness 15 miles above the ground, 
he sajd. The only thing that shat- 
tered it after the rockets burned 
out was the “weep” of the hydrau- 
lic system pump and the rustle 
of Bridgeman’s own movements. 

The Skyrocket consumes an 
estimated three tons of fuel in 
three minutes—highly volatile 
ethyl alcohol, liquid oxygen and 
hydrogen peroxide. As each of 
the four rockets is cut in, the 


pilot feels the additiona] thrust 
upward, the feeling diminishing 
toward the end of the series. 

When you're 15 miles high, 
riding a tricky, highly explosive 
experimental aircraft, are you 
scared? 

“A man would be crazy if he 


wasn’t scared,” Bridgeman said. 
Because things happen so fast 
at such high speeds, Bridgeman 
leaves as little as possible to 
chance. He has memorized a set 
of emergency procedures to cover 
every conceivable eventuality in 
the air, so he knows in advance 
what steps to take without wast- 
ing a precious second considering 
what to do. 

If a fire should break out, for 
instance, he would take three suc- 
cessive steps to try to eliminate 
it before activating the fire ex- 
tinguisher.

HE Skyrocket is equipped with 
T a nose ejection unit in which 

the pilot can free himself from 
the main fuselage in case of criti- 
cal difficulty. Then he is supposed 
to drop free of the nose unit—but 
Bridgeman hopes he never has to 
test the theory. 

“Never bailed:out of anything 
so far, knock on wood,” he 
grinned. 

The test pilot’s protective suit 
is equipped with a built-in para- 
chute which can be set to open 
according to air pressure at any 
predetermined height about the 
terrain. Thus the ‘chute would 
open even if the pilot were un- 
conscious. 

Leathery-faced Bridgeman is an 
unassuming, easy-smiling bachelor 
who admits he got into aviation 
by accident. Brought to Southern 
California as a child, he grew up 
and went to school in south Pasa- 
dena, then entered the University 
of California at Los Angeles, 

There he studied chemistry and 
happened to be teamed in lab- 
oratory work aith a girl who 
worked at his draft board. She 
tipped him that his number was 
up soon and he put in for Navy 
— training at Long Beach, in 


Ten years before he was to fly 
1300 miles an hour Bridgeman 
learned flying in an open cockpit, 
biplane Navy “Yellow Peril” 
which had a top speed of 90 miles 
an hour and landed at 45 miles an 
hour. Ordered to Pearl Harbor, 
he arrived there Dec. 6, 1941, the 
day before the attack on Pearl 
Harbor, and was given his as- 
signment for the next day by a 
commanding officer who told him 
reassuringly: 

“Nothing ever happens here on

_ Member of Climbing Expedition Tells of Trek to Reach Mountain and of Group's First Battles With Glaciers 


By Rene Dittert 


FIRST DISPATCH 
KHARKIOLA, India. 
E ARE not yet in sight of 
Everest; we shall not see it 
until we have crossed a final 
ridge, 10,000 feet high, which 
marks the end of our eastward 
march. From there we ‘shall turn 
northward through a breach open- 
ing at right angles between two 
massive ranges, straight up to the 
fapt of Everest. Meanwhile, lost 
as we are in a labyrinth of 
mountains, some news reaches us 


of the progress of the English 
expedition which is making, like 
us, for Namche Bazar, but by an- 
other route. At the time of writ- 
ing we appear to have a 24-hour 
start over them. | 

Ever since we left- the main 
highway at Charikot, the last post 
office east of Katmandu, we have 
been in a little-known part of 
Nepal, a strange, unpredictable 
country seldom before visited by 
a white man, Until recent years 
Nepal was closed to the white 
man; only a few privileged ‘indi- 
viduals had access to it. 

It is a curious topsy-turvy 
country, all valleys and moun- 
tains. As we pass by, villagers 
gather along the side of the track 
and watch our caravan, which ad- 
mittedly is an impressive sight. 


The Kailesvar Pass brought a 
surprise; much nearer than we 
had supposed we saw Gauri San- 
Kar, shining in the clear sky in 
the morning light. Very high, sur- 
rounded by its extraordinary 
satellites, sharp sided and straited 
with ribs of ice, this mountain, 
which long passed for the high- 
est in the world, was a majestic 
sight: framed by clumps of rho- 
dodendrons in full flower it made 
an unforgettable picture. 


The long descent which fol- 
lowed was a severe trial to our 
feet; this is terribly broken coun- 
try. The track, for one can hard- 
ly now speak of a path, seems to 
wander about seeking always the 
steepest. gradient. Where neces- 
sary, steps have been dug in the 
brown, slippery clay, trodden 
down by the bare feet of the 
coolies. Sometimes it is a crop 
of rock which serves as a stair- 
case, but -~what stairs! The steps 
are more than fifteen inches high, 
and put a strain on the thighs. 
¢ 50 one day’s march follows an- 
other; all are different, all are 
marked by some distinctive fea- 
ture or some curious episode. 

One day, before arriving at 
Those, we were thrilled by a won- 
derful avenue of flowering rhodo- 
dendrons divided here and there 
by silvery pines, and by splendid 
orchids and semi-tropical under- 
growth.

UT this was nothing as to our 
surprise on reaching the vil- 

lage itself, the largest we have 
yet come across, on the banks of 
the Khinti Khola (Khola means 
little stream, Kosi, big stream). 
This is a Hindu enclave. This 
very interesting village is a cen- 
ter of commerce where the inhab- 
itants of the uplands come to re- 
plenish their supplies. 


We profited by our stop in 
Those to complete our stocks of 
rice. We also took on several ex- 
cellent Sherpa coolies who are on 
their way back to the Sola Khum- 
bu district—the farther we ad- 
vance the more of these pleasant, 
smiling people we meet, with 
their prominent cheek bones and 
brilliant, slit Mongol eyes. 


In fact, we are on the point of 
penetrating the region inhabited 
by Sherpas and Bhotiads, who have 
come over from Tibet by the high 
passes and established themselves 
in this part of Nepal. They have 
kept the customs and habits and 
the Buddhist religion of Tibet- 
ans; like them, these sturdy peo- 
ple have long, plaited hair, and 
wear fur caps with peak and ear 
flaps, decorated in red and gold. 
The women wear iridescent 
aprons front and back, with a 
woolen girdle; the men, a long 
black robe. 


A whole family of Sherpas ac- 
companies us, only too pleased to 
serve as porters on their way 
home and so earn a few rupees. 
They are father, mother, and two. 
sons aged ten years and three 
months respectively. This morn- 
ing before we started, the mother 
fed her baby; after the breast she 
several times chewed up a mouth- 
ful of flour and spat it into 
the baby’s mouth. We were aston- 
ished, until we realized that birds 
do exactly the same thing and 
understood how closely these peo- 
ple live to nature and how near 
their way of life is to the animals.

Our own manner of life is hard 
enough; the day's march of seven 
or eight hours tests even the 
strongest; heat and thirst are 
a hard trial to morale; but bit 
by bit we are getting used to it. 
Until we reach our base we shall 
live like natives, which means 
eating rice at every meal. We 
also find chickens and a few eggs 
on the way, but no sheep. In 
brief the regimen is good enough 
and every one is in excellent 
health, except for a couple of 
cases of indigestion from over- 
eating and a few colds, attribut- 
able to the abrupt changes of 
temperature and to cold baths in 
the streams. . 


Our way from Those took us 
through Chyangma and to Setah, 
where we spent the night. We 
were disturbed ajl night by a 
deafening concert of bird songs, 
jackals and other cries, owing to 
the nearness of the forest. At the 
village of Nimay we were invited 
to visit the -temple which has the 
largest prayer wheel that I*have 
ever seen; a windmill about six 
feet high and four and one-half 
feet in diameter covered .with 
Buddhist symbols and religious 
inscriptions which we meet again 
and again on our way. 


However, we could not tarry, 
for there was a stiff climb ahead, 
which we interrupted only once 
to halt in a huge forest with 
giant moss-covered trees and 
prodigiously thick and damp un- 
der-growth. The rhododendrons 
here are more delicate in color 
and the magnolias have huge 
white flowers the size of soup 
plates. Farther up we reached the 
limit for flowers and. passed a 
forest of rhododendrons which at 
this altitude no longer flowered. 
At the top of the pass (I will 
spare you its complicated name) 
we reached the highest altitude 
yet, 11,500 feet. Ahead of us we 
found an attractive valley full of 
spruce and cedars, narrow with 
a torrent of clear water down the 
«middle—so like Switzerland. that 
each of us was led.to give it a 
name from our own country, 

That night we pitched camp at 
Jahbesi (Gompa Chang, in Tibet- 
an, for the villages at present al- 
most always have two names) in

This, 
our tenth camp since leaving Kat- 
mandu, is a positively idyllic sit- 
uation ahove the village. From 
the valley we can see from time 
to time an enormous mountain, 
when the storm clouds divide for 
a moment to disclose its precipi- 
tous faces from which hang gla- 
ciers of a size unknown in our 
native Alps. 


It is difficult to extract the 


essentials from all that we see on 


each day’s march—every day we 
see so much. There is also so 
much to do before the camp is 
set‘in order and the arrangements 
for the evening meal made and 
the discussions with the coolies 
got through, that when I take tip 
my pen to write this (generally in 
some pretty uncomfortable posi- 
tion—at the moment I am sitting 
on the ground with a box between 
my legs to serve as a table—) 
someone comes to ask if he ought 
to buy a goat for 11 rupees, or 
some potatoes; or to announce 
that he has at last found a carrier 
for our next dispatch—and so the. 
evening passes, 


SECOND DISPATCH 


KHUMBU GLACIER. BASE 
| CAMP, 


FTER a long trek through 
A Nepal the expedition came up 

against the outspurs of the 
Everest massif. Later then 
the main base camp was 
well established at the edge of 
the Khumbu ‘Glacier, and a high 
camp No, 1 at over 17,000 feet 
just below the ice-fall. Lobujya, 
the last habitation in the river 
valley descending from the Khum- 
bu Glacier, was used to organize 
operations for the setting up of 
these first camps. Raymond Lam- 
bert, two others and I were picked 
for the ascent. We took with us 
75. porters for the baggage, while 
a similar number of porters were 
sent to collect wood from down- 
stream for future use. The climb 
was as usual between moraine and 


/ mountain. A porter was injured 


in the face by a falling stone and 
had to be returned to Lobujya, in 
connection with which a trial con- 
versation was successfully made 
by wireless from eamp to camp. 


Across the glacier tributary a 


number of cairns were construct- 


ed. The party pondered a long 
time before deciding upon the 
site of the main camp, but finally

through the moraines of the gla- 
cier tributary. Bearings were 
taken, packs of clothes, provisions 
and wood were sent up to Camp 
I, which was fully equipped be- 
fore the end of April, by which 
time provisions were ready for 
the higher camps up the ice-fall.

HE expedition had reached 
its scene of operations below 
Everest after traveling across 
five gfeat mountain § chains 
and northward through the 
Dudh River -Valley. The jour- 
ney served profitably to ac- 
climatize us to unaccustomed 
conditions and hard facts. We had 
expected to find deep valleys with 
a good road near the river bed, 
but we were in the Himalayas. 
The river was crossed and re- 
crossed on fragile bamboo bridges 
and we made acquaintance with 
a succession of primitive villages. 
To Europeans, strangers in this 
region, the organizing and con- 
trol of the bearer-caravan is al- 
ways a complicated business. We 
had had only one spot of serious 
trouble, and that was away back 
during the Dudh Valley march. 
North of Namdu we pitched our 
camp after a short and unevent- 
ful stage, for the porters de- 
os a day's rest, which we 
refused them. As a result they 
dragged somewhat, and there was 
something uneasy in the atmos- 
phere. That night we gave them 
a bit of a feast, but the next day 
found our fears justified. Ten 
coolies had deserted because of a 
rumor that ‘we did not intend to 


pay for their return journey,. 


which, needless to say, was un- 
true. Order was restored by the 
energetic intervention of our 
liaison officer, and a firm decla- 
ration stopped an incipient mu- 
tiny. The packs of the ten de- 
serters had still to be taken care 
of, but our men and several local 
coolies, for whom this was a 
stroke of luck, took them on.

canvas embroidered in blue in a 
striking Tibetan design. There we 
bathed in the torrent among pink 
rhododendron trees, with the wa- 
ter running cold over enormous 
rocks .and forming delightful ba- 
sins. In the lamasery our party 
was received by the chief hama’s 
deputy in a little room where we 
sat on mats on the ground. On it 
there was a white plush carpet 
which had been a present from 
Eric Shipton, and a pneumatic 
mattress which had been given by 
the Houston Expedition. The walls 
were completely covered with 
paintings of Buddhas. In a cor- 
ner were little statuettes and sil- 
ver and brass bowls from which 
the lamas drank tea. A lama ap- 
peared carrying a magnificent tea- 
pot with a handle and spout in 
the form of dragons and filled 
cups of Chinese porcelain. The 
tea was too greasy and briny for 
our taste. To visit the lamasery 
we left our shoes on the ground 
floor and entered a large room 
with wooden colonades. In the 
middle were two rows of benches 
covered with rugs where the la- 
mas sat for services. On the 
wooden pillars silken holy images 
hung between horizontal sticks. 
Trumpets and drums lay about in 
the seats. At the end of the room 
in an ornate alcove was a statue 
of the Dalai Lama, with a number 
of cups burning candles in, front 
of it. Books of prayer and philos- 
ophy on the surrounding walls 
looked as though they had been 
printed with characters cut from 
wood. We made a deep obeisance 
as we passed the great Lama. 


Beyond Thyangboche, high 
above the Chola torrent, under 
the fearsome buttress of Mount 
Kangtege, we were in doubt about 
our further route. Near Pheriche, 
the Chola River is joined by 
rivers from the north. In his ac- 
count Shipton wrote that the 
Chola basin was a cul-de-sac; ac- 
cording to his rough sketch he 
followed the Buya river beyond 
its confluence with the Chola. 
The Sherpas, however, advised us 
to follow tthe Chola and then the 
Lobujya, which we did and 
camped at Pheriche. Next day, 
still in doubt, we climbed high 
to survey what lay ahead. We 
even studied a photograph, be- 
lieving that we could recognize 
the Lho La ridge up above the 
glacier, and the couloirs and 
snow-masses also seemed to cor- 
respond. But the ice-fall, which 
ought to have sprung from the 


upper part of the Khumbu Gla- 
cier was not visible, and there 
seemed to be no valley between 
the south slope of Everest and 
Nuptse. It was snowing at 16,000 
feet, and climbing was fatiguing. 
When we returned to camp from 
a tedious experience, we found 
the coolies sheltering beneath the 
rock from heavy snow. 
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ARLY next morning, after an 
intensely cold night under a 
sky brilliant with stars, every- 
thing was transformed. Roch and 
I climbed a mountain overlooking 
our Lobujya valley camp, and the 
view there unfolded was inde- 
scribable. Everywhere were peaks 
rivalling one another in boldness 
and individuality, their summits 
lightly touched by the rising sun. 
There Was no doubt we were on 
the right glacier. Below, the fires 
crackled and the blue smoke min- 
gled with evaporating snow and 
disappeared in air. It was impos- 
sible not to enjoy the early morn. 
ing scene, | 
Finally we moved on to the 
Khumbu Glacier by a‘long detour, 
and now we are finally installed 
at the foot of the highest moun- 
tain, hoping for success in our 
assault. Watching the summit ris- 
ing over the western ridge of 
Nuptse, so high, so aloof, we are 
tempted to leave it in peace for 
ever, but the demon inside us will 
not leave us in peace. Apart from 
the limited period at disposal be- 
fore the monsoon, the obstacles to 
success are so many and formid- 
able that our party recognizes, in 
all sincerity, its dependence upon 
a miracle. Hereafter, surrounded 
by a wilderness of rock and ice it 
will at any rate retain the mem- 
ory of the magnificent scenery 
through which it has passed—of 
the picturesque Imja valley where 
the torrent rushed down between 
steep gorges among flowering 
rhododendrons, junipers and sil- 
ver birches shimmering in a light 
breeze, tall pines overgrown with 
lichens, and of the luxuriant 
vegetation of the Dudh valley, 
where monkeys clambered 
amongst sweet-smelling shrubs 
and we again enjoyed the mag- 
nificence of out-size’ pink rhodo- 
dendrons and magnolias against a 
brilliantly blue mid-day sky.

Florence Hopkins McLean, 95 Years Old, Looks Back 
on Eventful Early ‘Years—Came to St. Louis in 1890 


to Teach at Seminary for

coast of Italy, she spent most 

of her girlhood sailing the 
seas. She saw what legend says is 
Robinson Crusoe’s island in the 
Pacific and was courted by a 
maharajah in Calcutta. She saw 
her mother quell two mutinies at 
sea and once was given up for 
lost when her father’s sturdy sail- 
ing vessel was racked by storms 
for six months out of sight of 
land. 


Then in 1890—still) with a 
“spirit of adventure” and wander- 
lust in her soul—Florence Hop- 
kins McLean, whose home. base 
was staid Boston, left there for 
St. Louis. Now, 85 years old and 
white-haired, her. gentle manner 
sparkling with salty humor, she 
lives quietly at the Evangeline 
Residence, 1803 Pine street, help- 
ing to support herself by knitting 
costumes for dolls, and bootees 
“that won’t kick off.” 


Widow of William O. McLean, 
St. Louis businessman, and sister- 
in-law of the late Dr. Mary Mc- 
Lean, pioneer woman physician, 
she came to the middlewest to 
teach physical training and elocu- 
tion. Her first year was spent at 
the now-defunct Forest Park Uni- 
versity, a strict seminary for 
decorous young ladies. Later, she 
taught calisthenics in the old 
Pastime Club near Vandeventer 
place where the elite of St. Louis 
society, modestly clad jn black 
bloomers, middies and _ cotton 
stockings, exercised with dumb- 
bells and Indian clubs and 
marched briskly around the gym- 
nasium floor. 
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HE met her husband-to-be at 

her first Veiled Prophet’s Ball 

in the Merchants Exchange 
Building, and she still remem- 
bers what she wore—an elaborate 
gown made of silk which had 
been brought from India on one 
of her father’s merchant ships. 
Her father, Capt. Elisha Hopkins, 
operated a fleet of ships that pre- 
dated steam-propelled vessels, de- 
pending on the wind for their 
power as they sailed around the 
world in a prosperous: era of 
inter-continental navigation. 


It was on one of those ships, 
the Victoria Reed—later renamed 
The Wanderer—that Mrs. Mc- 
Lean, second of the captain’s 
three daughters, was born near 
Leghorn, Italy, in December 1866. 
She was named for the city of 
Florence.

the new baby was only a few 
weeks old, Mrs. Hopkins con- 
tracted yellow fever. 

“It was necessary to separate 
me from my mother at once,” 
Mrs. McLean said, “so father 
found a can of sweetened con- 
densed milk in the ship’s stores, 
diluted it with water from the 
ship’s water cask and fed it to 
me from an unsterilized spoon. 


He made a little hammock for . 


me under the spanker’s boom and 
I would swing there all day soak- 
ing up the sunshine. I must have 
thrived on it because I’m still 
here. . 

“When I was three months old, 
I was eating practically everything 
— even doughnuts and hash. 
Father said anything that would 
go down and wouldn’t choke me 
wouldn’t kill me.” 


A few years later the third 
daughter was born and the girls 
grew up together on board ship, 
learning navigation at their 
father’s side, riding out storms, 
praying for the wind. Between 
trips they remained at the family 
home in Boston until the captain 
sent word that he was ready to 
go again and they would pack up 
in a few hours. 


“We always kept a six-month 
supply of underwear ready to 


pack immediately. Once, when I 
was 6 years old, we were hurry- 
ing to get ready to join father 
and a neighbor came over to help. 
When all the trunks had been 
sent on, mother found that the 
neighbor had packed my last 
dress. So I traveled from Boston 
to New York wrapped in a 
shawl.”

HE story-book journeys to 
faraway places brought ad- 
venture and danger as well as 
laughter and fun. Mrs. McLean 
recalled how her mother walked 
up behind a muntinous seaman to 
grab a knife from his upraised 
hand and toss it into the sea. 
“Another time when we were 
off the coast of South America, 
father had gone ashore for sup- 
plies early one morning when 
mother heard threats of mutiny. 
Slipping into her dressing gown, 
she stepped out on deck, grabbed 
up a brass belaying pin and faced 
the crew. When father came 
aboard a short time later, she said 
simply, ‘Captain, here is your 
ship,’ and went back to the cabin 
to dress u&’ for breakfast.” 
After: spending more than a 
year in Calcutta, they were sail- 
ing back to America when they 
ran into a series of storms and 


harbor. : 

It was during the stay in Cal- 
cutta that a young maharajah sent 
her flowers, having seen her rid- 
ing with her family through Eden 
Garden. 

“My parents put a stop to that 
in a hurry, though. They were 
afraid he might kidnap me. And 
besides, he had a harem.”

RS. McLEAN narrowly missed 
M eect: when another sailing 

vessel slithered silently out of 
the night and passed so close to 
the Hopkins ship that the two 
captains could shout to one an- 
other. Capt. Hopkins aroused 
his family as soon as he saw 
the danger and they stood to- 
gether on deck, praying that 
the wind in the sails would 
send them out of the path 
of the other vessel. They made it 
just ih time to prevent an acci- 
dent that might have meant death 
for everyone on board both ships. 


But the most terrifying experi- 
ence was at Long Beach, N.J., 
where the pilot taking the ship 
into New York harbor ran it 
aground. 

“A terrible storm came up that 
night and father had to tie mother 
in her chair which he lashed .to 
the secretary in our cabin. My 
sister and I were boarded up in 
our bunk so that we couldn't be 
thrown out by the lurching of 
the ship. 

“My mother’s hair turned white 
that night.” 


But there are happy memories, 
too—how her father veered off 
his course west of Chile to show 
the children the Juan Fernandez 
islands, supposed to be the locale 
of “Robinson Crusoe’; the school 
of penguins near Cape Horn and 
the waterspouts in the Indian 
ocean; the gay social life of the 
English fort in Calcutta, the visits 
to exotic port cities and the treas- 
ures brought back to America. 

The three girls had most of 
their school work on board ship. 
Their mother obtained their les- 
sons from the Boston Board of 
Education and tutored them dur- 
ing their trips. They would return 
in time to take examinations with 
their classmates and be promoted 
to the next grade. 

Mrs. McLean, however, stayed 
in Boston long enough to receive 
her diploma from the New Eng- 
land Conservatory of Music and 
prepare herself for the teaching 
career which brought her to St. 
Louis 62 years ago. 

“The school was first known as 
Kirkwood Seminary, and was lo- 
cated in Kirkwood. Later, it was 
moved to a point near Clayton 
road and Tamm avenue, There 
wasn’t a street car anywhere near 
and we would have to walk clear 
across Forest Park to where the 
Park Plaza is now to take the old 
Maryland street car. 

“I lost two pairs of rubbers on 
— avenue wading through the 
mud. 

“None of us had ever been in 
this part of the country, but I 


guess I still had a spirit of ad- 
venture, for I wanted to come. 
My sister said she thought mother 
would walk right after the train. 
She wasn’t so scared of what 
would happen to me but she cried 
when she thought how far St. 
Louis was from Boston. 


“The school was terribly strict 
on the poor girls. No cards, of 
course, no dancing and—oh, mer- 
cy no!—no men. The girls didn’t 
dare do anything. Tiddlywinks 
was actually about the most ex- 
citing activity.” 

The young teacher’s social life 
was a little more giddy, with din- 
ner parties, trolley rides to Creve 
Coeur—5 cents a ride—and jour- 
neys on the narrow gauge rail- 
road to Suburban Gardens. 

“Our parties always started 
around 7 o’clock and we were 
home by 11.” 

She was married in 1893 in the 
McLean family home at Wash- 
ington, Mo. — 

“I always said I married the 
right man. My father’s name was 
Elisha. My husband's father’s 
name was Elijah. Our fathers 
were the same age and were mar- 
ried the same year. But the 
strangest coincidence of all was 
that their living room furniture 
in Washington and our living 
room furniture in Boston were 
exactly the same—walnut with 
carved grapes. My  husband’s 
father brought the first sideboard 
across the Mississippi.”

RS. McLEAN had no children 
M¢« her own but has been 

adopted as “my other moth- 
er” by many of her friends’ 
sons and daughters and the 
walls of her room are ¢cov- 
ered with their pictures. Her 
husband died in 1930 and 
now she and her younger sister, 
Mrs. Josephine Thompson of 
Somerville, Mass., a suburb of 
Boston, are the only living mem- 
bers of either family. They cor- 
respond daily and plan to visit 
this summer. 

Mrs. McLean had been plan- 
ning to finance her trip with the 
proceeds from her knitting, but 
the precessors of the condensed 
milk which her father gave her 
when she was an infant now plan 
to send her to Boston as their 


est. 

She is crippled by arthritis and 
walks slowly with the aid of two 
canes. The years have dimmed 
her sight and hearing but she re- 
mains merry and optimistic and 
her door is always open to other 
residents of the Evangeline who 
drop in daily to talk. 

“It’s just as thy sister said, 
‘After all, what are legs when 
one has a mind filled with such 
happy memories, and what are 
eyes when you can look back 
upon such a glorious childhood?’ 

“You know,” she continued 
with a touch of wistfulness, “I 
often feel sorry for the children 
today. When they are old, will 
they have such memories to give 
them pleasure? 

“It has been a wonderful life. 
But I learned long ago that if you 
trust you don’t worry, and if you 
worry, you don’t trust. 

“T just leave everything in the 
hands of the Lord.”

An oil boom is making North Dakota farmers rich...

TIOGA, N.D. 

w oct. 10, 1951, Palmer Dilland 

planned to take a day off from the 

chores on his farm near here. He was 

going to drive his wife, Myrtrice, 

into Williston, 49 miles away, where 

she had an appointment at Emily’s Beauty 
Shop. 

About 9 a.m., while Myrtrice was dressing 
the two younger children, Ray, 5, and Joyce, 3, 
for the trip, Palmer said, “Guess I’ll go down 
and take a look at the well.” 

Myrtrice smiled. Palmer had been going 
down to look hopefully at the well in every free 
moment since the Amerada Petroleum Corp. 
started drilling for oil on their land four 
months before. In fact, whenever she missed 
her father around the house, little Joyce would 
lisp, “Is Daddy down at the well again?” 

» The possibility of finding oil had become 
’ “sort of a nice dream” for the Dillands — like 

every American’s dream of finding a pot of 

gold at the end of a rainbow. 

» On this particular autumn morning, as Dil- 

land eased his 1951 four-door Oldsmobile care- 

fully over the rutted road, the “tool pusher” 

(foreman of the drilling crew) yelled: 

» “Say, Mr. Dilland, you’d better hurry down! 

Something’s wrong. It’s flowing oil in there.” 

Dilland bounced his car across the last few 
hundred yards to the well. He could hear gas 
escaping from the waste pipe. The smell of 
sulphur was strong in the air. “Blackie” David- 
son, the company’s field production man, was 
fiddling with the gauges. Dilland walked 
quickly to the separator tank. Through a little 
glass tube there, he could see oil flowing. 


A New Well ‘“‘Hits’’ 


HE Palmer H. Dilland No. 1 had “hit” at 

8,396 feet on the tract listed on North 

Dakota state maps as: C SW NE 31-156- 
95, Williams County. 

To oilmen across the nation, it was sensa- 
tional news. This was the third well to strike 
oil in the Beaver Lodge Pool, part of “Willis- 
ton Basin.” The field was no longer “wildcat” 
territory. Stock of Amerada, which had dug 
all three wells, jumped seven points that day. 

By now, the “Williston Basin” — a geologic 
formation underlying parts of North Dakota, 
South Dakota, Montana and Canada-is esti- 
mated to cover 300,000 square miles. More than

45 companies have joined the rush to seek oil. 

But on that particular morning, Palmer Dii- 
land, in spite of his feeling of excitement, 
remembered his wife waiting impatiently to 
be off to her hair-dressing appointment. He 
scooped up a jar full of oil from his well and 
drove back to the house. 

“He walked into the door holding that little 
jar of oil in front of him,” Mrs. Dilland re- 
calls. “He tried to act calm. He sort of wet his 
lips and said, ‘It’s here!’ 

“That’s all he said. Then he sat down and

gave me the jar. I had to pry the lid open and 
smell it before I really believed it was oil. 
I threw my arms around him and said he’d 
better take me down there quick because I 
wanted to see for myself. 

“T guess I was trembling when we went down 
to the well. I don’t remember anything I did 
or said. I had our camera, and Palmer took 
pictures of our well. The pictures didn’t come 
out good, because I was so rattled I had the 
camera set on time exposure. 

» “The crew came over and congratulated us. 
We stayed around for maybe a half-hour. We 
kept looking at the oil. Ours was sort of a dark 
green color. I invited the crew to a fried 
chicken dinner. Then we left. 

» “I didn’t say anything about it while I was 
getting my permanent. The crew said it would 
be better not to say anything because they 
wanted to test the well further before they 
made it public.” 

» By noon, however, everyone in Williston 
knew. At the Amerada offices, men tried to 
press cigars on Dilland — who doesn’t smoke. 
He countered by inviting them all to the 
chicken dinner. Then he picked up his wife, 
went on to the school where he got the older 
children, Gary, 10, and John, 7, and returned 
home to dd the evening chores. By then, the 
telephone was ringing with congratulatory

messages from friends and relatives. . 

It was a solid strike. Dilland said the crew 
found the “oil zone” was 133 feet deep. Even 
though he owned only a fourth of the mineral 
rights on the land, at today’s prices Dilland 
would get $15.63 every single day of the year. 

That is $5,704.95 a year. 

To. the neighborhood; the Dilland well 
meant great news: the whole landscape prob- 
ably covered untold quantities of “black gold.” 
Excitement ran high. The Tioga town fathers 
ordered a sign proclaiming their town the oil 
capital of North Dakota. No doubt about it, a 
revolution in the area’s traditional wheat 
growing economy was under way. 

Nobody knew quite where it would lead — 

except, as Dilland explains, “With oil you don’t 
have to worry about the weather. The oil welis 
keep pumping in any kind of weather.” 
» The new North Dakota oil boom had started 
six months earlier. On April 4, a well had come 
in on the farm of Clarence Iverson, a few miles 
from the Dillands. 

“Some farmers,’’ Mrs. Dilland recalls, 

rushed right into Tioga to sell their mineral 
rights to brokers.” But most, like the Dillands, 
held back. 
» Wells had been drilled as far back as 1917. 
In 1937 one oil company spent $1,400,000 on a 
dry well which they abandoned at 10,281 feet. 
For that reason, local farmers had mostly let 
the oil leases (giving the purchaser a right ‘to 
drill a well) on their land go for a song. 

Farmers like Dilland, therefore, depend on 
mineral rights to make a profit out of oil. 
Owners of oil leases give one barrel in every 
eight to owners of mineral rights. 


‘Like a Circus”’ 


HE DRILLING Of any well in the neighbor- 

hood was an exciting event after Iverson’s 

“hit.” Mrs. Dilland recalls the time Ame- 
rada’s second well came in on the Henry 
Bakken place: 

“Dad (her pet hame for her husband) drove 
me to the Bakken place for a look. It seemed 
like most of the farmers in the area were 
there. When the oil came in, it splattered all 
over the derrick. I looked up at it. It was real 
proof for our eyes. Crowds kept coming in to 
see this sight. It was like a county fair and a 
circus rolled up into one.” 

Then Amerada asked Dilland for permis- 


sion to dig. “I had some crops in there just 
about ready to harvest,” says Dilland. “I knew 


some of the wheat was going to be ruined but

I didn't care. I kept thinking over and over 
again that they actually couldn't find any 
oil on my land.” 

“I hoped that they would find oil,” Mrs. Dil- 
land admits. “Then there’d always be some in- 
come if farming failed. fT made Dad take me to 
where they put in stakes.

Surgeons are opening many deaf ears 


to sound; this report is good news... 


BY J. D. RATCLIFF 


NEW YORK. 
T Last—after an hour and 10 
minutes — the operation 
was over. The surgeon 
lifted the white sheet 
which covered his pa- 
tient’s face. .* 

Slapping her gently, he asked in 
a low voice, “Feeling all right?” 

The woman mumbled. Although 
the words she spoke were garbled, 
his patient’s effort to reply told Dr. 
Julius Lempert all he wanted to 
know. This woman, who had been 
nearly stone deaf for 20 years, could 
hear his voice. 

One of the most remarkable oper- 
ating procedures ever invented had 
been successful. 

For many deaf persons, this is en- 
couraging news. For deafness can be 
an even greater handicap than 
blindness, isolating its victims in a 
lonely, solitary world. About half of 
all deafness is caused by a disease 


named otosclerosis, in which bones . 


grow over the tiny oval window, the 
fenestra, that separates the middle 
and inner ears. 


it’s a Roadblock to Sound 


ow, this roadblock shutting out 
N sound for persons like Dr. 
Lempert’s patient can be by- 
passed by the fenestration (window- 
making) operation. When patients 
are carefully selected and the opera- 
tion performed by a top-flight sur- 
geon, chances of regaining hearing 
soar to nearly 90 per cent. 
> During the operation a new “win- 
dow” about six millimeters long, and 
a third as wide, is drilled into the 
external semicircular canal, part of 


the inner ear mechanism. It is cov- 
ered with a paper-thin fragment of 
tissue. 


> The man chiefly responsible for 


perfecting the fenestration opera- 
tion is Dr. Lempert of New York. At 
59, Lempert is a wispy, serious, little 
man with a bushy pompadour and 
Small, delicate hands. He has de- 
voted the better part of his profes- 
sional life to making fenestration a 
workable procedure, in the course of 
which he has done 6,000 operations. 
In addition, he has taught it to 600 
other surgeons. As a result, there are 
now men qualified to do it in most of 
the world’s leading hospitals. 


A New High in Surgery 


NW MANY respects the fenestration 
represents a new high in surgical 
artistry. It calls for a delicacy of 

touch and a mastery of technique 
not needed in other operations. 

At one stage, work is so exceed- 
ingly fine that it must be done under 
either a microscope or magnifying 
spectacles. Working in a tiny, con- 
fined field it is necessary to have 
excellent illumination. The usual 
surgical lamps hung from the ceiling 
would never provide this, so Lempert 
wears a rig something like a miner’s 
lamp. It focuses a powerful, pencil- 
sized beam of light into the ear. 
Since surgery’s customary tools 
would be too crude, Lempert uses 
fine dental drills. | 
> I watched Lempert’s operation on 
the deaf woman. She lay uncon- 
scious on her side on the operating 
table. A sheet covered her body, ex- 
cept for a small slit through’ which 
the ear protruded. Like the gawky

legs of a praying mantis, two dental 
drills hung over the table—covered 
with sterile linen sleeves. 

> Lempert’s first step was to cut into 
the outer ear, to make an opening 
large enough to permit surgery. This 
done, retractors opened the cavity to 
the size of a half dollar. To reach the 
inner ear, he had to’drill, chisel and 
cut his way through the ivory-hard 
mastoid bone, detouring behind the 
ear drum. It required about half an 
hour to reach and expose to view the 
semicircular canal where the new 
window was to be made. 

At this point, a nurse placed the 
magnifying spectacles in place. 
From the skin of the auditory canal, 
Lempert cut a delicate flap of tissue, 
leaving a threadlike attachment to 
the ear drum—enough to provide a 
blood supply to keep the tissue alive. 
This would become the covering for 
the new window. 


Cutting the “Window” 


E was now ready to cut the 

H fenestra in the semicircular 

canal. With a delicate steel 

burr he started making a tiny open- 

ing—constantly washing away bone 

dust with a syringe, and picking it 
up with a suction tube. 

With the new opening made, Lem- 
pert trimmed the delicate tissue flap 
that was to cover it. The fit had to 
be exact. In most other operations, 
the surgeon wants prompt healing. 
The same is true here—except in the 
new window. If the new window 
heals, if bone grows over it, hearing 
will be shut off again. After years of 
study, Lempert devised a way to pre- 
vent this. He found that by “invagi-

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Not all, but many deaf persons can now 
be helped by an ear “window” (see story). 


nating” the tissue flap — making a 
slight-depression in it—he cou'd pre- 
vent new bone growth. .This was 
done for the patient on the table. 

The operation was nearly com- 
pleted. Only one step remained: to 
pack the wound carefully with par- 
affin gauze, which would hold the 
tissue flap in place until it attached 
itself. 

The fenestration operation has 
gone through a long and torturous 
period of development, beginning in 
1876. But it fell to Lempert to devise 
the modern one-stage operation. He 
developed his operation in 1938. At 
first, hearing was restored only 40 
per cent of the time. By 1941, tech- 
nique had improved so that the op- 
eration was sticcessful 60 to 70 per 
cent of the time. Today the figure is 
80 to 90 per cent. The rest either 
receive no benefit, or bone grows to 
close the new window. A minute per- 
centage — one in 500 — have poorer 
hearing after the surgery. 

» The reader must be absolutely sure 
about one point: the fenestration 
will not restore hearing in all types 
of deafness. It is valueless where the 
auditory nerve is damaged or de- 
stroyed. The operation is not even 
advised in all cases of otosclerosis. 

> When a bony overgrowth has shut 
out sound for a great many years, 
degeneration of the nerve often 
takes place. In these cases surgery is 
of no help. Patients are never oper- 
ated on if any infection is present. 
> Another consideration is age. 
Lempert rarely operates on a person 
over 60 unless good hearing is re- 
quired in making a living. Most pa- 
tients are young or middle aged. But 
he did operate on one child of six, 


and one old gentleman, 71. 

In a typical case, the patient 
spends a day in the hospital before 
surgery—for final testing. After.sur- 
gery he remains in the hospital for a 
week to 10 days. This is always an 
anxioys period. With the ear stuffed 
tightly with gauze packing, little 
sound gets through—and the patient 
is apt.to think surgery has failed. 
When it is removed, a whole new 
world opens—the clatter of bed trays, 
the scream of taxi horns. 


Her TY Career Was Saved 


N ACTRESS of stage and TV found 
that as deafness progressed, 
her voice was going flat so that 

it became increasingly difficult to 
get jobs. Following the operation she 
made a notable comeback Another 
patient, one of the country’s out- 
standing attorneys, had both ears 
fenestrated, regained almost per- 
fect hearing. As a rule, the operation 
is performed on only one ear — the 
poorest one. When a patient desires 
to have both ears done, a year is 
allowed to elapse between opera- 
tions—just to be sure the first opera- 
tion is a success. 

> One patient, a handsome middle- 
aged woman, reports: “For months 
after my fenestration I felt that I 


shouldn’t waste anything as pre- 


cious as the ability to hear. I wanted 
to turn it off as I had turned off my 
hearing aid. For a while after sur- 
gery I was terrified when I awakened 
at night and the icity was quiet. I 
thought my hearing was gone. Then 
I bought an old-fashioned alarm 
clock. Its noisy ticking is the most 
reassuring thing in the wor 

>» To teach others his delicate mas- 
tery, Lempert conducts four classes 
a year of six weeks each. In each 
group there are 10 surgeons; the 
doctors come from every major 
clinic and hospital in the United 
States and from nearly every coun- 
try in the world. Lempert has elab- 
orate teaching equipment. In his 
laboratory he has 18 models of 
human heads. Progressively, they 
show various stages of the fenestra- 
tion operation. Lempert also has a 
television setup. A tiny TV camera 
hangs over the operating table. To 
demonstrate a point he will pull it 
down, let it look into an incision.
